In 1926, with Col, T. H. Barton and 


George W. James, he founded the 
Exchange Realty company, builders 
of this city's largest office structure. 
In the same year lie became vice pres- 
ident of the Exchange Bank and Trust 
company. He resigned the position 
several months ago because of failing 
health.

Veto Is Urged 


LITTLE ROCK— A group of Little 


Rock bankers and bond dealers rep- 
resenting holders of several millions 
of dollars worth ot Arkansas securities 
urged Governor Bailey Tuesday to 
veto a bill by Senator Joe W. Kim- 
zcy of Magnet providing for a graduat- 
ed scale of reductions in auto and 
truck licenses, effective with pur- 
chase of 1940 tags. 


Members of the group told the gov- 


ernor during a conference in his of- 
fice enactment of the measure would 
have an adverse effect on the market 
and might constitute an abrogation of 
the 1934 refunding act. . They said 
Eastern bondholders, unfamiliar with 
local conditions, might misinterpret 
the intent of the bill. 


The bill provides that motorists shall 


purchase licenses between November 
1 and December 31 instead of be- 
tween January 1 and March 1, as at 
present. 


Sponsors of the measure said the 


change in the license buying period 
would result in increased revenue 
from this source since residents of the 
state have more money at the end of 
the year than at the beginning. They 
said il would result in more cars be- 
ing placed in service and bring about 
greater consumption of gasoline. 


Governor Bailey has said at press 


conferences he would sign the bill 
unless bondholders expressed 
too 


violent opposition. 


He notified bondholders' groups last 


week of passage of the measure but 
htis received no official expression of 
their Attitude. 


The bill contins a provision that if 


after a year's trial the bill results in 
u lowering of revenue from license 
sales below that which was received in 
the 1933-34 fiscal year, the governor 
shall have the right to restore the fees 
to their current level.

Bailey Signs Bill Localiz- 


ing State's Welfare 


Work 


LITTLE 
ROCK— Governor 
Bailey 


signed the Abington-Houston-Higgin- 
botham bill reorganizing the State 
Department of Public Welfare Tues- 
day after warning the legislature's 
Joint Budget Committee that the 
state's welfare work would be "wreck- 
ed" unless the new set-up is adequate- 
ly financed.

Chamber of Commerce asked the city 
council at Tuesday night to finance 
•the construction of a modern stock- 
jyard for the convenience of the 
•farmers and livestock growers of this 
'and surrounding counties. 


• Lee Garland, chairman of the agri- 
cultural committee of the chamber of 
"commerce, told the council that he is 
.convinced that a good place where a 
,'farmer can sell his cattle at market 


j prices will do more than anything 
'else to promote the raising of more 
and better livestock, and cited exam- 
ples to show that the auction sale had 
in many cases doubled the price re- 
ceived by the grower. 
JC. C. Lewis, chairman of the mer- 
chants' committee, stated that Tuesday 
ascd to be the worst day in the week 
fpr'lhe merchant and since the auc- 
tion started, it has become one of the 
-tiest, that it brought to Hope people 
from siirrounding counties as well as 
every section of Hempstead county. 
,, County Agent Oliver L. Adams said 
the extension department is interest- 
edin every means of helping the 
farmer and that in addition to in- 
creasing the value of livestock, and 
improving the quality, it can when 
properly operated, be a great help in 
Detecting.:and .stamping..out; diseases 
of livestock, 
, • " . , , 


Finance Proposal 


B. L. Kaufman, president of the 


chamber of commerce, said that since 
adequate facilities for marketing live- 
stock helps practically every citizen 
of Hope and her trade territory, he 
.felt that the City of Hope should ad- 
vance the money to finance its con- 
struction. He said every penny of the 
money would be repaid inside of four 
years from yardage fees, which would 
be paid by the .user, and that in the 
end it would not cost the city a "thin 
dime." 


Mr. Kaufman said that Hope now has 


the best auction sale in south Ar- 
kansas, and the poorest equipmen1 
for handling livestock, and that unless 
better quarters can be had, the busi- 
ness will decline and go to other places 
offering better barns. 


He said he had talked to a very large 


number of fanners and businessmen, 
and practically everyone agreed that 
a good municipal yard'would benefit 
Hope more lhan anything the cham- 
ber of commerce had ever done or 
could do at tliis time. 


The yard could be located at the 


extreme west end of the Fair park and 
could also be used as a livestock ex- 
hibit building. It would be a half mile 
from the play ground and not inter- 
fere in any way with other activities. 
A modern, sanitary, covered barn 
could be built for ?5,000 and would be 
the best investmcnl ever made by the 
city of Hope, 


Pay Out In 4 Years 


Mr. Kaufman closed his talk by of- 


fering the cooperation of the cham- 
ber of commerce in locating, building 
and operating the stockyard at no 
expense to the city, assuring the coun- 
cil again that even if the city never 
received a cent of revenue, il would 
be a splendid investment but that in 
his opinion, the yardage fee would re- 
pay the city in loss than four years. 


School Donation 


Other business with the council was 


the authorization of a $300 donation 
to purchase three pieces of equip- 
ment for Smith-Hughes work at Hope 
High School. Seventy-five members 
of the class will use the equipment. 
The expenditure was asked by J. P. 
Duffie, member of the school board. 


The council then voted an appro- 


priation of ?25 per month to Dr. C. 
M. Lewis, negro physician, to carry on 
a venearal clinic for negroes of Hope 
for a three-month period. 


The council then discussed, with- 


out taking action, improvements for 
East Third street, beginning near 
Home Ice Company and extending 
cast to where the street joins high- 
way 67. Heavy traffic over the road 
has caused several holes in the pave- 
ment. 


Action on the matter was deferred, 


pending the outcome of a bill in the 
Arkansas legislature for the state to 
take over streets which pxtends state 
highways through cities.

These sub- 
stances are piesenl at buth and are 
constant' in the individual concern- 
ed. 


There are other substances of this 


type which are also piesent birth 
but which tend to diminish from that 
time on. 


It has been established by the ex- 


perts in thq field of heredity that there 
is a tendency to inherit these agglut- 
inating or clumping substances, and, 
moreovei, that they are inherited 
accojdmg to wen-established laws. 


For instance, thete are two such sub- 


stances, which aie celled M and N, The 
authorities have found that M and N 
substances cannot appear in the blopcl 
of a child unless they are present, 
in the blood of one or other parents. 
A parent with type M cannot have 
a child with type N, and a parent with 
type N cannot, have a child with type 
M.

Y.QRK— (IP)— A new way of 


using sulfanilamide to cure gonorrhea 
in 24 hours was reported Tuesday by 
Dr. Ijtermun Goodman, of the New 
York City health department, at a 
seminar of social work in social hy- 
giene. 


He said the results suggest the pos- 


sibility of using the new drug to im- 
munize human beings against this 
disease. 


Eulfanilamide, made from a red dye, 


has repeatedly surprised the medical 
profession by the variety of ills it 
liulped to cure, from blood poisoning to 
pneumonia. 


One of these is gonorrhea. But the 


dye medicine has required often up 
to 10 days and .sometimes longer to 
effect a cure. 
Complete recoveries 


after these periods have been re- 
JJorted as 90 per cent or better. 


That new 2-l-hour treatment has been 


used on eight persons, all of whom, 
t>r. Goodman said, recovered in that 
short time. The short-cut was made 
by combining sulfanilamide with two 
other standard treatments for this 
disease. One is vaccines, the other sil- 
ver salts. 


The clue suggesting use of vaccines 


came from observation that in most 
persons the dye medicine did not be- 
-•ome effective until after the body 
lad developed its own natural resist- 
ance. The vaccines were given on the 
theory they would nducc quick ap- 
oearnnce of this resistance.
